Mrs. Stewart urges the President 
to direct the appropriate agencies of the Federal Government to 
take uigorous actton toward the prosecution of the guilty parties. 
The facts in connection with this case were presented to the 
Criminal Diviston of the Department of Justice by the Civil 
Rights Desk, and the Department advised that there tis no indicatton 
of a violation of Federal law here.

The eptember 26, 1955 issue of the "Baltimore 
Morning Sun" contained an article on page 26, column 2, 
captioned "Probe of South's FBI Agents Asked" which was 
an account of a membership meeting of the NAACP held at 
the Sharp Street Methodist Church, Dolphin and Etting 
Streets, Baltimore, on September 25, 1955, at which 2500 
people were vresent. The article related that Dr. T. R. M. 
HOWARD, a Mississipvi Negro leader, delivered a two hour 
speech, called for an investigation into the conduct of 
Southern Acents of the FsI and attributed the following 
statements to him: 


"It's getting to be a strange thing that the FBI 
can never seem to work out who is responsible for killings © 
of Nezroes in the SoutNeee We must find out why Southern 
investigators of the FBI can't seem to solve a crime where 
a Negro is involved".

In the ether two cases mentioned by Dr. Zoward, 
the killing of Lamar Sutth, of Brookhaven, Mtestesstppt, 
and Ennett Till, evatleble facte were presented te the 
Crimtnal Divigton of the Departuent of Justice which advised 
thet no taveatigattien was desired tn etther case as the 
Sacte did not tndicete a violation of any Federal statute. 


The statements of Dr. Howard crittctagztag the FBI 
show a total dteregard eof the facts. Apparently he has 
everlooked the tnvestigations which led to prosecutive 
action agatnst menbers of the Ku Kluz Klan. Ian Oeteber, 1951, 
fer ezanaple, a group of Klanenen, organized by the Sralted 
Cyclops ef the Fatr Bluff (Zorth Caroltna) Klavern, Ku Kluz 

lan, abducted two victins, drove then across the estate line 
hte South Carolina where each was flocoed. As a result of 
the FBI's prompt tnvestigation, ten peXSens were convicted 
ten United States Dietrict Court, Wilatngton, Zerth Carolina, 
tn May, 1952, for vtelation ef the Federal Kidnaptng Statute. 


In another tnetance, Ku Klur Klangnen denonstrated 
and burned cresses tn Dade Couraty, Georgia. As a result af 
thetr acttuvitties, several white persons were tntintdated and q 
seven Negroes flegged. The FBI promptly tustituted an tnvestt- — 
gation, and two law enforcenent officers were convicted tr the 
Untted States Dietrtet Court at Rome, Georgta, tn March, 1950, 
Sor violation of the Federal @ivil rights etatute. It ts 
interesting to note that ta thie case a resolutton’ was 
dtrected to the Atlanta and Krorville offices of the FBI by 
menbers of the Federal Grand Jury of the Untted States 
Dtetrict Court commending the tnvestigating Agents of 
the FBI who “by thetr great fidelity and stagleness of 
purpose tn developtng the information tn the Dade County, 
Georgta, consptracy trials have gone far beyond the ltne 
of duty to atd, asetat and protect the citizens of the
